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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  Council* 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1969  which  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  Circular  l/69  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  report  is  in  the  main  a  statistical  presentation  of  the  health  of  the 
district,  and  following  are  some  of  its  features 

Population*  The  population  of  the  Stone  Rural  District  in  mid  1969  was 
20,560  which  is  an  increase  of  170  over  1968, 

Births :  The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  341  -  an  increase  of 
36  over  1968,  This  gives  an  adjusted  live  birth  rate  for  the  area  of  15.8 
per  thousand  (England  and  Wales  16*3). 

Deaths:  There  were  189  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  area  -  a  decrease  of 
28  over  1968.  This  gives  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  11.1  per  thousand 
(England  and  Wales  11.9).  Only  1  child  died  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

Ischaemic  heart  disease  continues  to  be  the  highest  single  cause  of  death 
with  a  total  of  49.  The  other  two  great  killing  diseases  are  cancer  of  various 
organs,  and  cerebrovascular  disease  (i.e.  "strokes”)  with  39  and  30  deaths 
respectively. 

National  Assistance  Act  -  Section  47.  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year.

Infectious  Diseases.  48  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received, 
most  of  which  were  cases  of  measles.  In  the  first  part  of  the  year  outbreaks 
of  chicken-pox,  mumps  and  rubella  were  reported  by  Head  Teachers  of  local 
schools.  Several  episodes  of  gastro-enteritis  were  similarly  reported  but 
no  specific  cause  could  be  found. 

Atmospheric  Pollution.  Four  additional  grit  deposit  gauges  were  installed 
during  1969,  bringing  the  total  to  6.  Five  are  situated  around  Meaford  Power 
Station  and  one  is  at  Blythe  Bridge.  When  a  longer  time  has  elapsed  it  will 
be  possible  to  say  whether  the  amount  of  pollution  has  changed  significantly 
since  Dr.  Owen  produced  his  report  on  the  subject  in  1954* 

The  Ministry  of  Technology  also  measures  atmospheric  pollution  at 
Eccleshall  as  part  of  a  national  survey.  In  comparison  with  the  other  sites 
for  which  figures  are  issued,  the  sulphur  dioxide  concentration  is  very  low, 
although  the  amount  of  smoke  is  about  average. 

I  would  particularly  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  work.  I  am  also  most  grateful  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  public  health  matters.

Out-patients  and  general  hospital  services  are  provided  at  the 
Staffordshire  General  Infirmary  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Hospital  Centre, 
Stoke-on-Trent.  Aged  anc:  chronic  sick  patien  s  art  accommodated  at  Fernleigh 
Hospital,  Stafford  and  Trent  Hospital,  Stone.  Par':  III  accommodation  is 
provided  at  Roseneath,  Stone. 

Yarnfield  Hospital  admits  convalescent  cases  from  the  Stafford  General 
Infirmary  and  other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

In  the  district  are  also  Ground slow  Hospital  x. .  medical  and  maternity 
cases,  Standon  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  and  Sta'.  lington  Hall  Hospital  for 
the  mentally  sub-normal. 

School  Clinics  and  Welfare  Services 

These  are  held  at  Eccleshall  Methodist  School  Room,  Barlaston  Village  Hall 
and  Tittensor  Village  Hall,

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  also  provide  specialised  clinics  where 
defects  of  speech,  vision  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be  treated 
when  these  are  referred  following  school  medical  examinations,  and  by 
general  practitioners,  health  visitors  and  others. 
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Tuberculosis  Services 


A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  General  Infirmary  to  which 
patients  in  the  Rural  District  travel.,  A  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council  operating  part-time  in  the  area,  visiting 
in  the  home  where  appropriate. 

Laboratory  S ervic e s 


Specimens  of  milk;  water  and  sewage  effluent  samples,  together  with 
suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford 
for  examination.  Chemical  analyses  are  performed  by  the  County  Analyst, 

Ambulance  Services 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  Ambulance  Station  in 
conjunction  with  the  Stafford  Ambulance  Station, 

Meals-on-Wheels  Service 

During  1969  a  total  of  2,884  meals  were -delivered  in  2  areas s- 

1 •  The  canteen  at  Drake  Hall  Prison  continued  to  supply  meals  to 
elderly  people  living  in  a  wide  area  around  Eccleshall. 

2,  From  November  meals  were  taken  from  the  canteen  of  Blythe 
Colours  Ltd,  to  recipients  in  Hilderstone,  Milwich  and  Saverley 
Green. 

3,  A  further  service  started  in  November,  based  on  the  Simplex 
Electric  Factory  and  supplying  meals  to  persons  in  Blythe 
Bridge  and  Meir  Heath.  This  operates  on  both  sides  of  the 
boundary  with  Cheadle  Rural  District  and  is  undertaken  as  a 
joint  venture  with  that  Council. 

These  three  services  are  run  by  members  of  the  H.R.V.S.  and  meet  a  real 
need  among  elderly  people  who  find  it  difficult  to  prepare  their  own  meals. 
When  first  inquiring  into  the  possibility  of  starting  new  meals-on-wheels 
schemes,  I  was  greatly  impressed  by  the  response  of  persons  willing  to  help. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  give  their  time  to  this  work,  which 
involves  going  out  in  all  kinds  of  weather  for  the  benefit  of  the  old  people.

Barlaston  Parish 


Rough  Closer  During  the  year  a  scheme  in  outline  was  prepared  for  the 
demolition  of  the  Rough  Close  Sewage  Works  and  conveyance  of  sewage  by  a  two 
stage  pumping  system  to  the  Blithe  Valley  Trunk  Sewer. 

Chobsev  Parish 

Norton  Bridge.  Extensions  to  the  Norton  Bridge  Works, commenced  1968, 
were  completed  in  November. 

Eccleshall  Parish 

Eccleshall.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  give  further 
consideration  to  deal  with  the  works  overloading  at  Eccleshall .  Three  methods 
are  being  considered. 

a)  Connection  of  Eccleshall  to  Swynnerton  R.O.F.  Works. 

b)  Expansion  of  existing  Eccleshall  Works. 

c)  Complete  replacement  of  Works  at  Eccleshall, 

Fulford  Parish 

The  oarly  part  of  the  year  brought  to  a  conclusion  the  Fulford  main 
drainage  system  by  the  completion  of  the  Moss  Lane  Pumping  Station. 

Parishes  of  Hilderstone  amd  Milwich 

Negotiations  with  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  on  the  financial 
contribution  towards  this  scheme  to  include  Coton  School  have  not  yet  been 
resolved. 


Stone  Rural  Parish 

Meaford.  The  alternative  scheme  for  the  village  of  Meaford  was  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Trent  River  Authority  for  their  approval  prior  to  submission 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Swvnnerton  Parish 

Hanchurch.  Negotiations  were  opened  with  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  to 
acquire  the  sewage  works  at  Hanchurch  with  a  view  to  providing  main  drainage 
facilities  within  the  village. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  *  The  collection  of  household  refuse  continues  to  be 
carried  out  throughout  the  district  with  four  vehicles  (3  compressmore  and 
1  crus hloader), three  of  which  are  in  regular  service  and  the  fourth  is 
available  for  special  collections  from  certain  establishments  and  for 
stand-by  use. 

The  Council  agreed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Vehicles  Sub-Committee 
to  replace  1  vehicle  with  a  Compressload  5,  and  to  provide  a  35  cwt.  5  cu.  yd. 
side  loader  for  cleansing  of  lay-bys,  bus  shelters  and  for  special  collections. 

Collection  from  6,428  houses  and  961  other  premises  is  carried  out  at 
approximately  ten  day  intervals,  and  some  41 >095  miles  were  covered  by  the 
vehicles  during  the  year. 

Disposal.  All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  central 
tip  situated  at  the  R.O.F.  Site,  Swynnerton. 

In  order  to  improve  laying  down  of  refuse,  the  Council  purchased  a 
Drott  Tracked  Vehicle  which  has  been  a  great  aid  towards  controlled  tipping. 

Salvage  Collection.  Waste  paper,  tins,  etc.  are  not  collected  as  salvage 
due  to  cost  involved. 

Mobile  Drainage  Service.  Collection  of  night  soil  continues  to  decrease  as 
conversions  to  septic  tank  installations  continue.  On  the  other  hand  the 
cleansing  of  septic  tanks  increases.  The  Council  still  operate  a  free  annual 
service  for  domestic  tanks.

Eccleshall.  This  unit  comprises  of  12  flatlets  and  14  flats  with  general 
welfare  facilities  for  the  elderly,  a  warden’s  flat  and  4  flats  on  the 
second  floor  for  general  housing  allocation.  During  the  year  three  welfare 
flats  have  been  re-allocated. 

Bari as ton.  During  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  Welfare  Unit  at  Barlaston.

Regular  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  and  all  meat  killed  in  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  is  inspected  as  soon  after  slaughter  as  possible.  Apart  from  public 
holidays  most  of  this  work  is  carried  out  during  normal  office  hours.

The  condemned  meat  at  the  slaughterhouses  and  butchers’  premises  was 
disposed  of  by  the  butchers  to  manufacturers  of  animal  by-products  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilising)  Regulations,  I960. 

Three  slaughterhouses  and  one  knacker’s  yard  were  licensed  during  the 
year.  Eleven  men  were  licensed  to  stun  and  slaughter  animals  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958.  A  detailed  inspection  of  the  slaughterhouses 
is  carried  out  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  as  high  a  standard 
of  hygiene  as  possible  is  observed.

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Manufactured  Food.  Six  butchers*  premises  are  registered  under  Section  16 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of 
sausage  and  pressed  meat  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption. 

Ice  Cream.  There  are  now  49  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice  cream  in  the  area.  Of  these,  46  are  at  present  retailing.  All  the 
premises  sell  prepacked  ice  cream. 

Milk  Sampling.  Routine  sampling  of  milk  is  undertaken  by  the  Sampling 
Officers  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council.  Three  samples  of  milk  tested 
for  Brucella  Abortus  were  positive,  but  all  three  supplies  were  receiving 
heat  treatment  and  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

Food  Poisoning.  9  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  during  the  year,  4  of  these  being  in  one  family,  and  the  others 
being  individual  cases. 

Diseases  of  Animals.  During  the  year  41  notifications  of  suspected  Anthrax 
were  received  but  all  were  subsequently  withdrawn.
